Joseph Holmes, "the dlntiEr-llms 
burglar" ot the '3Di. wu credited 
by Warden Edwin T. Swenson with 
"the most lantostlc escape Tva over 
heard ot." He was serving the 10th 
year of a 2D-year aentence. 

The warden said It must have 
taken Holmes two years to dig hi* 
way out. 

A slender, rather light figure. 
Holmes started his tunnel under hi* 
bunlc He csretully lifted out a plect 
of slate about two feet square from 
the floor. Then he hit cement. 

Piece by piece, he chipped away 
the concrete, apparently working 
only between 5 pm. and 10 pjn. 
when the loudspeaker system blared 
out radio proeramj. This covered 
the sound of his scraping and prob. 
tag. 

After 10 inches of this, ha struck 
dirt. Then the real excavating bt- 

He disposed of (hs tnaterlal

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GRAIN FOR INDIA 

An unhappy, combination ol bad weather 
and natural disasters has brought sizable 
parts of India to the brink of (amine. Even 
to maintain Ita very scant rations, the coun- 
try needs an extra 6.000,000 tons of grain this 
year. It has asked us to eupply a,ooo,000-toii3 
ol this amount. 

Indian officials managed to buy 4,000.000 
tons elsewhere. They seek the remainder 
from us on a loan. But our government has 
decided It would be better to furnlih the 
grain as ap outright grant. It would come 
to about $160,000,000. 

A ntate department official already has 
made a preliminary appeal to the senate for- 
eign relations committee on the Issue, but the 
committee doesn't yet have a formal aid bill 
undor study. _ . 

From the fact that the senate group didn't 
begin. action Immediately, the notion arose 
that congress waji sitting on the plan. Strictly 
■pealdng, this Isn't so. But tt Is true that a 
good many lawmakers are cool to the Idea. 

Chiefly, they resent India's undermining 
□f U. S. foreign policy by attempts" In the 
United Nations to gain peace with red China 
almost at the price of 'surrender. 

There's a feeling, too, that India's grain 
■hortage la at least partly due to its bitter 
trade war with neighboring Pakistan. The 
Indians declined to take . availahle wheat 
from Pakistan. And they have planted much 
newly reclaimed acreage not to neeaed grains 
but to cotton and Jute, to enable them td 
achieve greater economic independence of 
Paklatan. 

It seems quite understandable that many 
Americans, including some of their rcpre- 
lentatlves In the oenato, should bo chagrined 
at India's behavior and thus somewhat reluc- 
""tant to extend the desired assistance. 

But the government feels, and "many clll- 
Eena and legislators agree, that to penalize 
India's starving millions because we dislike 
the country's conduct of foreign affairs would 
to playing polltlca with human-misery. 

This view gained emphasis when Former 
Prealdent Herbert Hoover agreed recently 
to help President Truman plan aid to the 
lamljie areas. Long famed for his humani- 
tarian deed^. Hoover nevertheless Is a stout 
opponent of administration policies. 

In aplto of this opposition, ho Is lending 
his support because he believes "the United 
States has never failed to do Its best to aid 
starving people and shouldn't faU in this 
case, either." 

-In otber words, Hoover -Is acting In accord 
with America's long tradition of succoring 
dlsaster-atrlcken peoples all over the face* of 
the globe, regardless of their politics, their 
religion, or anything else. And by suppressing 
his objections he appears to be Implying 
that we all ought to do the same. 

With this kind of backing, the chances are 
strong that the grain program will- go 
through. But It probably won't happen before 
a lot of hot words are flung about the senate

'i BLESSING IN DISGUISE
